T he w neat wos offered at prices eq u ivalent to pa rity at the 
point of storag e P a rity prices va ry according tc point of Ftorage 
and q u ality of the grain, but the national averag e Dec. 15 w as 
$ 1.37 a bushel. 
O fficials said tha t the bread gram had been advancing and 
that tod ay's action was expected to keep- m ark et prices from 
going above parity as long as governm ent stocks w ere available 
at that price. 
T he selling order follow ed reports tha t the governm ent w as 
considering placing a ceiling on w heat, sim ilar to tha t established 
on com recently, to prevent the developm ent 
o f a new price 
squeeze on m illers. P rices m illers receive for iiou r are controlled 
by price ceilings Those ceilings w ere raised recently a fte r a d ­ 
vancing w heat prices cut the m .tiers' m argins to a point w here 
m any claim ed they w ere being forced to operate a t a loss. 
T he g overnm ent w heat w as acquired throu g h liquidation of 
loans to grow ers. 
In d eterm ining the sales price, the g overnm ent w ill add 23 
cents a bushel to the 1842 grow er w heat loan rate at the point of 
storage. T he loan ra te w as 85 per cent of parity 
The g overnm ent has been selling low er grades of w heat to 
farm ers for livestock feed at prices eq u ivalent to 85 per cent of 
the pa rity price of com to encourage g reater production of m eat, 
dairy and pou ltry prod u cts for the w ar food prog ram This w heat- 
feed sales program w ill be continued. Sales for feed purposes are 
lim ited by law to 125.000,000 bushels during the fiscal year enam g 
Ju ne 30.

fam ily and to friends of a patient 
w ith a m ental illness w h a t can 
be ex pected from treatm ent, w hat 
is th e best course to take and 
w h at 
the 
fam ily 
should 
do 
to 
help the patient. 
T he 
C om m onw ealth 
F und 
in 
New 
York 
has 
issued 
a 
littte 
titled “ M ental Illness: A Guide 
for the F am ily ” w hich should be 
very useful for all relatives and 
friends of a m ental patient be­ 
cause the attitud es of relatives 
play a large p a rt for the better or 
w orse in the outcom e or in the 
treatm ent 
of a 
patient w ith 
a 
m ental breakdow n. 
O ne of the h ard est things for 
the relatives to realize about one 
who is close to them , living in the 
sam e household, is th at he m ay be 
actually off the track m entally . It 
is easy enough to und erstand that 
som ebody in the nex t block is 
“ peculiar” or 
th at anoth er 
one 
has “gone to pieces” or has “ had 
a breakd ow n,” b ut w hen it comes 
to th e acknow ledgem ent of m ental 
illness in som eone dear to y ou, 
y our 
emotions 
q uite 
naturally 
color y our reason. This is one of 
the reasons w h y m any of these 
people drift along until it is too 
late to help them . 
Form s of M ental Illness 
M ental illness takes on m any 
different forms: 
its vitim s may 
be silent and sluggish in m ove­ 
m ent or, on the contrary , m ay be 
ex cited, talk all th e tim e and leap 
from one idea to another. They 
m ay have a fix ed idea, for in­ 
stance, th at som ebody in the fam ­ 
ily is an enem y w itho ut any real 
reason w h atsoever for such a be­ 
lief. At such a time the w o rd 
thing to do is to listen to friends 
or w ell-w ishers w ho are ignorant 
of the technical features of m od­ 
e m psy chiatry . They w ill soothe 
y ou dow n w ith assurances that 
the patient “will soon be him self 


again” or th a t he is “just a little 
upset by events.” 
“A m a teur rem edies.” say Edith 
M. Stern and Dr. Sam uel W. H am ­ 
ilton 
in 
this 
little 
book, “foe 
m ental illness are m ore num erous 
th a n am a te ur rem edies for colds, 
and far less harm less. 
For in­ 
stance. a visit aw ay from home 
m ay plunge a depressed patient 
into even greater gloom because 
he feels strange and lonely .” 
liarm tu] 
Advice. 
E q ually harm ful is the advice 
the 
fam ily 
m ay 
get 
th at 
the 
patient is "just plain m e an” and 
th at he “ought to be taugh t a 
lesson” and 
“ told 
w*here to get 
o ff.” 
To put these patients out 
on their ow*n or abandon them 
is just as cruel as to abandon 
someone because he is crippled 
or has h eart disease. 
The decision as to w h eth er the 
patient should be hospitalized or 
not is discussed in detail as are 
such 
subjects 
as “Some 
T re a t­ 
m ents for M ental Illness,” “The 
F am ily and the Hospital,” “L e t­ 
ters and Visits.” and “ W hen the 
P atient Comes H om e.” 
T he entire book is w ritten in a 
sensible and m atter-o f-fact w ay 
and can be highly recom m ended 
to those w ho are puzzled and o ve r­ 
w helm ed w ith an affliction 
o f this 
kind.
